Its dimensions 
may be roughly stated at six feet high and 
three feet wide, tha thickness being four or 
five inches. Its face is divided into one 
hundred and twenty-seven spaces of an. ir- 
regular quadrangular shape; forming what 
may be called cartouches or shields, on 
which ara incised repr«a«utations of the hu- 
man hand or eye or some other feature. The 
leading of these hieioglyphics is one of the 
lost arts.for although the Maya is Btill spoken 
by all the Indian tribes of 1'ucatan and ad- 
joining provinces, and there are religious, 
books, such as hymns, catechisms and psal- 
ters, extant iu it, yet, being written with 
our alphabet, they can in no way be used in 
interpreting these ancient characters. There 
are now known but three manuscripts in 
Maya character, namely the Mexican manu- 
script No. 2, of the Irnptrial Library at 
Paris, the Dresden Codex, and the Manu- 
script Troano. 
.Of the first nothing is 


known, as it Las not been investigated,-ex- 
cept to make it certain that the characters 
correspond'with those of the sculptural tab- 
lots. 
The others have been studied to some 


extent by scholars, but with remits which 
have not beeu accepted as satisfactory. The 
late Dr. Bereudt, who spent many years in- 
vestigating the Maya language in Central 
America, reported the existence of an addi- 
tional slab, of which this Washington stone 
forms a part. Professor Baird has secured 
an impression of this, and he is preparing to 
lay before the scientific world the means of 
studying both tablets by casts and photo- 
graphs, an] of unfolding, if possible, the se- 
crets of the Hay a hieroglyphics.

. POULTICES.—Tbe common practice in 
making poultices of^.mixing; the linseed 
meal with hot water,lind applying them di- 
rictly to the skin, is quite wrong, because 
if we do not wish to burn the patient, we 
must wait until a great portion of the beat 
has been lost. The proper method is to 
take a flannel bag (the" size of the poultice 
required), to fill this with the linseed poul- 
tice as hot as it can possibly be made, and 
to put between this and the skin a second 
piece of flannel, so that there shall be at 
least two thicknesses of flannel between 
the skin and the poultice itself. Above the 
poultice should be placed more flannel, er a 
piece of cotton or wool, to prevent it from 
getting cold. By this method we are able 
to apply tbe linseed meal boiling hot, with- 
out burning the patieut; and th* beat grad- 
ually diffusing thiougb the flaunel, affords a 
plateful sense of rfliefi which can not be 
obtained by other means. 
There are few 


ways.in which such maiked relief is given 
to abdominal pain as by the application of a 
poultica in this manner.—7>r. jirunlon.

' Hundreds of dairymen begin to compMti 


that their cows are drying np early while 
they h«ve good feed aud plenty of it. We 
were talking with one of the leading dairy- 
nan with reference to the matter the other 
day, and Ills opinion coincided with ours in 
Uili respect, »nd h« claimed thatraoie cows 
were spoiled by being Improperly handled 
than by poor iood. To get the greatest yli-lcl 
of milk tlie cows should be mllk-,d regukr- 
ly, quietly and thoroughly, y«t (julckly. 
Generally apeuking, twice a day U often 
enough, but tbore are cases when it becomes 
necessary to milk three times, but these are 
comparatlrely rare. At sli o'clock, morning 
»nd evenlne, leas neur the right time, all 
things considered, as any. 
Milking should 


be done quietlf, without any scolding or 
kicking or otherwise hurting or exciting I he 
wt •own ner lull now. It should bo done 
thoroughly, at nearly at passible always by 
the same person. There Is a great differ- 
ence in milkers; some will get tho last drop 
while others will leave the richest part In 
the udder. It has been proved to the sails- 
faction of all good diaryineo that the sti ip- 
plngs will yield trom ten to tweuly per 
cent, more cream than the rest of the milk; 
how Important It Is, then that the cow 
should oe milked dean. Besides, If she is 
not made to yield all that she ha* daily, she 
will dry up sooner, and gradually fall In the 
quantity until it decreases perceptibility. 
Oows should never be hurriedly'driven to 
and from the pasture as It agitates aud heats 
the milk, If before milking, and tonds to 
make them wild after1 the milk has beon 
drawn. We bad an opportunity of seeing 
the results of a change In the management 
of cows on 1'loasaiil'Viow Farm a short 
time ago.
